Sudden Death. 

Prof. Joseph Otto Matter, the popu- 
lar and well known music teacher in 
this city, died suddenly at his home 
on Ann street Thursday afternoon, 
about one o'clock, with heart dis- 
ease. He had been sick on Wednes- 
day night, was still feeling badly and 
lying down when a pupil came into 
receive a music lesson. He arose 
from his bed and went in to an ad- 
joining to give him instruction and in 
a few minutes fell a corpse in the 
floor. 

The deceased was about 40 years 
of age, was born in '. avar'. i and came 
to this country when 16 years of age. 
He located in New York and after- 
wards enlisted as musician in the 4th 
17. S. Infantry. He came to this city 
first in the spring of 1871, when two 
companies an . the headquarters of 
his regiment were stationed here 
When the regiment was ordered 
west he went with it, bill after his 
term of service expired he returned 
and has since been a resident of 
thin city.
